


City Board Votes $2,000 For Recreation Program 



■aiard s qpcreatlon program got off the ground. Monday 
night, whan city commissioners approved a $2,000 budget re- 
<|uaatnri by the recreation commission. 

The money is In addition to $1,000 budgeted by the Haz- 
ard Board of Education for recreation. 

The board on a motion by Commissioner George Feltner, 
seconded by Commissioner Calloway Colwell, authorized City 
Haaager Hobert Wooten to borrow the money if necessary. 

The money was requested during Monday night's meeting 
by William D. Gorman, chairman of the recreation commission. 

In Other Business: 

1. Commissioners ordered Police Chief Bob Heath and 
Patrolman Jesse Feltner to meet with the city manager to set- 
tle differences between the two policemen over a change In 
working hours; 

2. Turned down a motion by Commissioner Feltner to en- 
force the 9 p.m. curfew. The motion died for lack of a second. 

3 Approved a month long clean-up proclamation and cam- 



paign, starting Apr. 14 (See story elsewhere) 

Feltner who noted: 

"He (the patrolman) has never been changed or fooled with 
till he got the city to fix his fence." 

The commissioner implied that Heath and City Manager 
Hobert Wooten may have assigned the patrolman to another 
shift because of the fence incident. 

Wooten replied that the assignment was a departmental 
affair between the chief and the patrolman, noting that the 
assignment had never been brought to his attention by Feltner. 

Board members split on the question of whether the police- 
man had the right to come before the board with his question. 

Commissioner Calloway Colwell and Mayor Douglas Combs 
contended the incident was not a subject for board action and 
that the patrolman was "out of order" in not first taking It up 
with the City Manager. 

In debate on the license sticker. Feltner said county resi- 
dents are not coming to town because of the sticker. He charg-

The recreation program was outlined, Monday night, by 
William I). Gorman, chairman of the city’s recreation commis- 
sion, to the Hazard Board of Commissioners. 

The program takes notes of existing facilities and recrea- 
tional opportunities, lists immediate and long range objectives, 
and gazes into a crystal ball at projects that can be accomplish- 
ed but are long overdue. 

Up and coming this summer is probably as extensive a re- 
creation program as the city has ever had, and it includes two 
full time supervisors and the opportunity for young and old 
to relax and enjoy themsedves. 

In addition to the regular Babe Kuth and Little League 
baseball programs, the commission is suggesting a high school 
baseball league, summer basketball leagues for all age groups 
a handicraft program for the 6-12 year olds, a men’s volley ball 
league, archery, round and folk dancing, water, rifle and golf 
instructions and a diversified gym program of indoor sports. 

Also in the making are plans for 5 to 10 playgrounds for 
youngsters. The centers would be located at various points in 
the city and be supervised by teenagors and adults. 

For facilities, the commission, which also includes Joe Dun- 
can, Bill Goldsmith, John Calitri and Bernard Faulkner, has 
tapped just about every spare building, vacant lot or square 
inch of land within the city limits.

TRUTH-AD

Raptists take the position that our dictionaries are correct 
in the usage of words I^ook up the word "baptism" and see what 
it says' Mine says it Is, "the application of water to a person as 
a religious ceremony by which he is Initiated Into the visible 
church of Christ " As it stands, that is true. That is the way the 
word is used by human beings Indeed, my dictionary explains 
that the root meaning of the word is to "dip ” Yes, Baptists ac- 
cept the dictionary. 

My unchurched friend, don’t ever throw out the dictionary. 
If you do. you can't understand or tell anything. In fact. I advise 
you to read the dictionary definitions of: God. Trinity, Christ, In- 
carnation, redemption, atonement, repentance, faith, conversion, 
justification, regeneration, and sanctification. The Bible has so 
permeated our culture that anybody in America can find the 
Gospel in the dictionary 

But the New Testament was originally written in Greek, and 
the Greek reveals a few details not observable in the English 
translation In the much discussed Acts 2:38 the Greek shows 
that “repent" and “baptized" are not coordinate and are not 
both related to "for." Repent is in the plural from ‘you all rep- 
ent), but baptized is singular (let each one be baptized). The 
change in both person and number marks a break in thought be- 
tween repentance and baptism. The word “repent" is not related 
to the phrase “for the remission of sins” the way “baptized" Is. 

The word translated "for” in Acts 2 38 is “eis" in Greek, and 
can be variously translated for, (in order to, or because of), into, 
to, and unto. The only way to determine the meaning in a given 
case is to find the one. that fits the surrounding passage. In Acts 
2 38 the meaning "because of" fits with the rest of the Bible. Be- 
ing baptized for remission is just like, being decorated for brav- 
ery: the bravery precedes the decoration, and the remission pre- 
cedes baptism “Eis" is even translated "at” in Matt. 12:41. They 
repented because of the preaching of Jonah. It would be ridi- 
culous to say they repented in order to the preaching of Jonah! 
So, "eis" can be used in the sense of "because of."
